ANTI-SLAVERY CONVENTION. 

The anti-slavery convention for Eastern Penn¬ 
sylvania met at the Baptist meeting-house tn this 
borough, on the 1st instant, and continued in session 1 
three days. It was a large and highly respectable 
assembly. The house was crowded each day of the 
meeting. Several talented speakers addressed the 
audience, among them a slave-, who hut four years 
since escaped from’ bondage. The proceedings of 
the convention have not vet reached us. The fol¬ 
lowing letter, from 0. C. Burleigh, read in the con¬ 
vention, has been handed to us for publication. 
Those who-can appreciate the beauties of a fine 
piece of composition, whether friendly or opposed to 
his views, will nof.regret the space it occupies : 

Montpelier, 7th Mo. 2Slh, 1842. 

Though, as you are well aware, I cannot be wi 
you iu person at your grand gathering in Norristown 
next week, yet neither can I consent to be wholly 
absent. Fain would I, that you and all my beloved 
fellow-laborers there assembled, should think of , 
not as now a stranger or a foreigneras one 
moved from among you, and belonging 19 another 
scene of action. Let me still be counted as one of 
you. Let my place be kept for me, as if I had bin 
stepped aside for a moment, soon to be in it asjain. 
It is hardly needful to assure you that I shall be 
with you in spirit, and that separated as we are for 
a time, I still leel a lively interest in whatever con¬ 
cerns our common cause, in that—so long my owi: 
—field of labor. So long!—gay, still my own ; fin 
act I regard it, and look forward with glad anticipa : 
tion to the time, as not far distant, when wc shall 
be once more together; and, shoulder to shoulder in 
the same rank of the ami-slavery host, press for¬ 
ward in the arduous struggle wherein you have so 
often aided and cheered me ou. My heart is with 
you now, and words cannot speak the joy it would 
give me to be at your meeting, to celebrate with 
you the glorious jubilee of the West India slave; 
to plan with you the future toils which are to win a 
still more glorious jubilee for the captives of our own 
land; to kindle anew each other’s zeal, infuse into 
each other’s souls fresh energy and resolution, re¬ 
newing them for the conflicts we have yet to m eel; 
and once more unite with you in solemnly pledging 
to the oaus$, our time, our strength, our talents, our 
substance, and whatsoever it be “ wherewith (lie 
Lord our God hath blessed us,” as means for being" 
co-workers with him in delivering the spoiled out of 
the hand of the oppressor. 

I know you need not my admonition, to remind 
you of your duty, nor my voiee to arouse you to do 
It, nor my words of cheer to encourage you onward 
in the good work. Nor is it only because others 
will he there to stir you up to action, that you need 
no word from me. Not merely because Collins will 
he with you, and Douglas—a brand plucked from 
4he burning—and the veteran Hopper. That these 
are to be present, I am glad to hear. That they 
will help to pour into your souls new life, and 
awaken new activity, and animate you with a more 
devoted spirit of self-denial, and quicken your zeal, 
and inspire you with greater energy and persever¬ 
ance, I rejoice to believe. Collins, with his vehe¬ 
ment and scorching rebukes, may make pro-slavery | 
writhe, may startle the indifferent, and goad the in¬ 
dolent to action; with his spirit-kindling battle-cry 
may give increased alacrity to those who have risen 
and girded them for the moral fight; and with his 
earnest, importunate appeals, may reach the hearts 
and awaken the consciences of all. Douglas, as a 
living witness of tire secrets of slavery’s prison- 
house, may speak that he doth know, and testify 
that he hath seen of its cruelties and abominations. 
He may reveal the foul hypocrisy and daring blas¬ 
phemy of its- priestly defenders; may show in his 
sarcastic imitations, how, with sanctimonious looks 
and whining tones of pretended piety, they itnpi- 
attsiy charge upon God the making oi one man tc 
b,e a slagg, and another tot he a slave owner; and 
how, with cool'effrontery, pointing to those physical 
gnd mentgl differences which slavery, with its hard 
ic.il and enforced ignorance on the one hand, and 
slavehol'dlng luxury and pride on the other; have 
wrought, they call them tokens of His design, that 
one should serve and the other commandwforool? 
of Ijis wisdom and goodness in fitting each for the 
lot assigned him. And the tried old veteran, with 
his undimmed eye, and unabated natural strength, 
his resolute look, and calm, determined manner, be¬ 
fore Which the blustering kidnapper and the self-im¬ 
portant oppressor have so often quailed ;—with bis 
tales of oppression baffled, and freedom gained by 
many a flying bondman; with the scars of a hundred 
battles, and the wreaths of a hundred victories, it 
this glorious warfare; with his example of half; 
century’s active service in- the holy cause, and his 
still faithful adherence to it through evil as well 
good report, and in the tacfTof opposition as bitter 
sectarian bigotry^can stir up :—may show that per¬ 
secution cannot how the bead which seventy winters 
eoufd'not blanch, nor the terrors of excommunication 
fltiil the heart in which a>e could not freeze the 
kindly flow uf warm philanthropy.

The once fruitful fields, now slavery-cursed with 
barrenness; the pine woods, over-growing olden cul¬ 
tivations, and echoing in their gloomy depths the 
howl of “ wolves, returned after the lapse of a cen- 
j.-tury,’,’ send up their call with all the earnestness of 
dying -prosperity gasping hard for breath, and pray-j 
ig for renewed life. Nor from the South alone 
ses up the call to anti-slavery effort. From many 
flying captive, wandering over the wide north, 
seeking shelter in the shadow of our liberty tree on 
ur boasted free soil, and finding that the band of 
compromise ” has pruned away its branches, till 
oppression’s Sun-stroke can smile them even here, 
and wither hi* blooming hopes; is pealiag out a cail 
for protection and deliverance;

I am glad to see, that among the subjects to be 
considered at your approaching meeting, is your 
relation to the American Society. 1 hope you will 
enter on that subject, as I trust you will,, with such 
a just appreciation of its importance, and such a 
liberality of spirit, as will ensure from you a gene¬ 
rous support to the central organization. 1 Under its 
present conductors, I believe that society is well 
worthy of all the confidence you will repose ' '“ 
of all the aid you can give it. If there we 
other object than the continuance anu-exlensi— ... 
the Anti-Slavery Standard, .it Would be we.H ; .worth 
our while to keep up the society, at even greater.- 
cost than it has ever been to us. But there 
other objects. Much land remains yet to he pos¬ 
sessed, which cannot so well be invaded flipany 
other instrumentality as that of a national a’ssfeciV 
tioq. And I doubt not you will be ready to meet go 
much of the responsibility thrown upon the aboli¬ 
tionism of the country, by the action of the last 
annual meeting, as justly belongs to you, taking 
' .to view your proportion of the ability of the whole 
1 meet it, and your share, through your -delega- 
on, in the action which threw it upon us. 

There is another subject on which my mind has 
dwelt much, and which I hope will claim some 
share of your attention. I mean the duty toward 
our brethren /lying from oppression, which grows 
out of the recent decision of the Supreme Court, 
That we are verily guilty concerning our brother, so 
long as we consent to aid in re-enslaving him if he 
attempts to escape—so long as we leave unused 
any rightful means in our power to assist his self¬ 
deliverance, I need not say to such an assembly 
letter is designed for. But what ought we . 
do, what can we do with the most effect, for the | 
attainment of out* fixed purpose ? That we 
never lift a finger to help the kidnapper, however I 
strong the authority of statute, or constitution, 0 
judicial decision with which lie is clothed, I taki 
for granted is our unanimous, undisguised deter¬ 
mination. That we will do our best, by all means 
which the moral law condemns nat, to baffle Kim 
and save the prey from his talons, 11 
equally well agreed on, and equally opt 
ing. Now, as we have the highest judicial author¬ 
ity of the nation for the doctrine that the federal 
government cannot require State officers to enforce 
its decrees, and that the several States may forbid 
all giving of aid by their official agents, to the re¬ 
capture of fugitive slaves, it seems to me that every 
free State owes it to its own character, to justice, 
to humanity, to pass an act at the earliest possible! 
opportunity, imposing such prohibition ; and that 
abolitionists everywhere ought to bestir themselves 
n this matter, and by petitions, and their personal 
nfiuence, where they have any, with their repre¬ 
sentatives, and by whatever means are proper and 
lawful, endeavor to bring about so desirable an end. 
The South should he made to know that we are 
not only determined to hinder, as far as we can, her 
attempts to make effective for injustice’* compromise 
which ought never to have been made; and which;; 
when made, being immoral in its nature, is not 1 
binding, and cannot be, and must ever be “ more 
honored in the breach than the observance;” but 
that we are resolved to get all we can to help us, 
find to make the whole policy of the North, so far 
as we can. mould it, a barrier against the re-enslave- 
ment of the self-emancipated bondman, who seeks a 
shelter within our borders. ' 

But I will trespass on your time and patience no 
longer. I could not fee 1 willing to let vour gather¬ 
ing pass away without a greeting from' your absent, 
brother, and his fervently uttered God-speed to r;v.r 
exertions; and, having begun to talk, I have been 
borne along beyond my original purpose, till now, 
if I close.nol speedily, there will be no room in the 
sheet for signature or superscription. - Blame me 
not, beloved friends and fellow-laborers, that I seem 
thus reluctant to part with you. The memory of 
toils and trials together, the thought of all that | 
have enjoyed in common, the remembrance of j 
the abundant kindness and generous hospitality I 
have so often received at your hands, while laboring 
)u in this good work, and of the warm per¬ 
sonal friendship, the confidence and brotherly affec- 
' in with which you have honored and cheered me, 
-these come thronging upon me, as I turn to take 
my leave, and swell my bosom with emotions which 
you may conceive, but I cannot utter. Farewell, 
brethren and sisters. May He whose wisdom is 
profitable to direct, and whose arm is strong to de¬ 
fend and mighty to save, he with you in all your 
deliberations; give prudence to vour counsels, vigor 
measures, success to your enterprise. May 
he guide you in life, and sustain you in death, and 
reward you at last with the welcome invitation, 

“ well done, good and faithful servants, enter ye into 
the joy of your Lord.”

not unmingled with tones of sorrow and accents of 
earnest entreaty, which urge us, if we can do no 
more, at least to cast tip a safe highway from the 1 
land of republican bondage, to the home of freedom 
under a monarch’s protecting rule. And what tu¬ 
multuous acclaim, even while you are yet assem¬ 
bled, swells up from “the freed Antilles,” like the 
roar of pent-up seas bursting their rocky barriers; 
and tells a nation’s joy at the returning anniversary 
of its emancipation ? What is it but another tone 
of that same voice, which bids you for very- shame 
to suffer no longer in quiet, “ the free United States | 
to cherish the slavery which a king has abolished ?” 

What are the taunts flung at you from beyond the 
waters'; from crowned- despots and their minions, 
scorning a slaveholding republicanism; from pagans 
at their idol shrines, sneering at a heathenizing 
Christianity? What, but variations of the same 
unceasing voice, which will still roar, and shriek, 
and groan, and sigh, and wail, and entreat, and ac¬ 
cuse, and condemn, till your brother’s blood no 
longer gives it its startling tones and unearthly 
power ? The earth which drunk that blood—which 
drinks it still, warm-dripping from the lash—sends 
up continually its accusing cry to heaven. The 
heaven which looked on with astonishment, hurls- 
back its response from the black thunder-cloud, and 
writes it with quivering lightnings all over its hroad 
■xpanse. The rivers,'discolored with the crimson 
tain, sweep oceanward with indignant rush, pour- 
tig out their complaints in every ripple of the cur- 
ent as they dash along. The ocean flings them 
back with its loud voice of many waters, as his 
foarmerested billoAvs tumble in upon the trembling 
shore. And He that sittelh on the circle of tin- 
heavens, that spread abroad the earth and stretched 
the clouds above it like the curtains of a tent, and 
channelled it with river courses, and scooped out 
the hollows for the seas,—that makes them all the 
instruments of his will, when, by terrible things in 
righteousness, he would vindicate the honor of his 
violated laws, and avenge the cause of the helpless 
and injured poor, he is shaping into articulate sounds 
those'thunders above, and that voice of the waters 
below, and, as it were, bending those lightning 
flashes into forms and characters which may be 
read—pealing upon your ears with the one, and 
blazing upon vour dazzling eyes with the other. 

“Execute judgment in the morning, and deliver 
him that is spoiled out of the hand of the oppressor, 
lest my fury go out like tire, and burn that none can 
quench it, because of the evil of your doings.” And 
l rejoice to know thatjyou are not utterly unheedful 
of the call, but have banded yourselves together to 
work, by your united Zeal and energy, the required 
deliverance; not by retaliating .upon the evil-doer 
the evil he hath done; not by washing out with his 
blood the blood-stain with which lie has polluted 
the land ; not by “physical resistance, the marshal¬ 
ling in arms, the hostile encounter;” but by “ the 
opposition Of moral purity to moral corruption, the 
destruction of error by the potency of truth, the 
overthrow of prejudice by the power of love, the 
abolition of slavery by the spirit of repentance;” 
thus conferring a blessing at once upon the oppres- 
and has victim. Not in vain have you enlisted 
this holy war; holy, no less because of its wea¬ 
pons, than of its objects. Not in vain ; have you de¬ 
voted your strength to this labor-of love, spending 
good of those froth whom you look for no 
recompense. 1 Not in vaiii have you encountered, re¬ 
proach and persecution—braved the wrath of the 
mob, suffered tire-loss of property by the outbreaks' 
of lawless violence, endured personal indignities, 
and faced personal dangers. Not in vain, even ii 
you could as yet see no fruits of your labor, so far 
.as its-direct purpose is cofiterned; even if'no fetter 
bad yet been broken, no blessing of them that were 
ready to perish, but are now set in safety from the 
lit of the “destroyer, had yet come upon. you: 

Your own consciousness bears witness that he, 
whose service you are engaged, is no exacter 
of unrequited toil; that he does not even Wait the 
finishing of the day’s work, before he begins the 
payment of-its wages. You have lasted the reward, 
in the inward peaee Which obedience has produced'; 

■" *he sweet satisfaction which flows from tlve'cxer- 
. of kindly emotions, and the sacrifice of present, 
personal indulgence,and ease, to the toils of .bene¬ 
volence;- and in the'pleasures of social'intercourse 
and a feeling of bitbtherly- union in a common cause, 
heightened by the consideration of the nobleness 
of that cause; purified .by the disinterestedness of 
that feeling. But this has not been your only re¬ 
ward. You have seen the work of the Lord pros¬ 
pering. in your -hands. He who sows the seed, ex¬ 
pects to wait long and* patiently, for the harvest, 
before its waving wealth shall cover the furrows, or 
its ripened sheaves shall crowd the barns. Yet, in 
your case, the reaper seems already treading oh the 
sower’s heel, and the harvest of the last sown fur¬ 
row supplies the seed, for the next. A Bifffeyj a 
Nelson, a Brisbane, and a Thome, are not thepnly 
trophjes of past success, nor the only auxiliaries}.-of I 
future effort. Not the converted slaveholder alone, 1 
hut the liberated slave, also, is at once the witness 
;of what has been done, and the helper iu what iS 
yet to do. Where, blit for your efforts', would have 
been some of the voices which are now pleading, 
with the earnest eloquence of simple nature, for the 
deliverance of the enslaved, and moving the whole 
land with their strong appeals ? To name no ctiter 
—would Douglas be now rousing the country to a 
slate of healthy agitation; would iu be going nun 
city to city, and town to town, and village to village, 
with his story of (lie captive’s wrongs; awakening 
j sympathy, enkindling zeal, and enlisting effort—if 
“irthern abolitionists had notr prepared the public 1 
find to receive him, and formed a public sentiment 
hiol) shields him from the perils he must elseha-'e 
braved by such a course; could he even have at¬ 
tempted it ? If his labors are producing abundant 
fruit, it is because yours.bave broken and mellowed 
degree the soil, and diffused a more gi 
temperature throughout the moral atmosphere.

permitted access to him during bis confinement, 

"After Hnckett was thus arrested, his claimant had 
him indicted before a grand jury of Arkansas, for 
larceny ; and procured from the governor of that 
j,State, a demand -oil the governor of Canada, for the 
surrender of Hackctt. These papers were sent to 
the colonial government, and were received by Sir 
Charles Bagot about the time of his arrival in Cana¬ 
da. It is not known what kind of private applica¬ 
tions or representations were made to Sir Charles ; 
hut it is probable; nay, almost certain, that he was al¬ 
together imposed upon,—that Hackett was repre¬ 
sented as a great criminal, and that British sense ofj 
(right was appealed to, to know if their government 
would screen v ill any, and reward with impunity the 
noLobher,—(hat Habketl’s color, and the^ strongly exte- 
1 offrihating circumstances of his case, were altogether 
suppressed. That misrepresentation was freely 
made, I know from the fact that bis captors alledged 
in Detroit, that Hackett had committed a rape, under 
Aggravating circumstances, on his master’s daughter, 
jmy |—a charge, not only without evidence of any kind; 
icijf-1 but which I ascertained to-be false, an drier have been 
suggested for the mere purpose of creating feeling 
against Hackett. Sufficient discredit isat once given 
to if; by the fact, that it was not the subject of indict¬ 
ment. Had so aggravated an offense existed, it would 
veadily have been seized on as the ground of demand 
foreign government, not bound by treaty or, 
e to surrender, in place of the light one o/lar- 
ceny. It n/ay also have been represented 
Qharles, that along the borders, the magistrates give 
up to each other those petty criminals who seek, by 
flight across our dividing line, an impunity, from 
crime. Such is the fact. The surrender is unauthor¬ 
ized by law - U is the exerehe of force.-the ex¬ 
change of neighbours’ courtesy, and is winked-at all 
round. There is a great difference between this 
border surrender of henfoost pilferers, and Jhe de¬ 
liberate official action of the British nation, in its 
highest and most solemn sanction, forming a prece¬ 
dent in jjie usage of nations. The American slave own¬ 
er hud also managed "so as to secure the co-operation 
of those possessed of influence on the Canadian fron- 
li’er, and poor Hackett, became a miserable victim to 
combined power, skill, and wealth, while he lay a cap¬ 
tive in British confinement, trusting with implicit 
confidence to the accused’s sacred palladium—that 
boast of Britain’s constitution—a trial by his peers. 

Neither himself nor a single friend was mare of the 
measures pursuing ; they were prepared for trial, 
and for nothing else. 

At any rate, Sir Charles Bagat, deceived or not, 
ordered 'the surrender of Hackett, and gave a warrant I, n n ,t- 

he jailer ofSandwich, to surrender him, and a'.1. . i.“ 

er to Colonel John Prince, ofSandwich, her Ma¬ 
jesty’s consul, (a kind of local attorney-genera!,) and 
to all British authorities, to aid and assist in the de¬ 
livery of Hackett, t<$ a man of the name of Daven¬ 
port, who runs the ferry between Detroit and 
Windsor. 

The mode of executing this warrant, showed the 
parties’ <^vn consciousness of impropriety. It was 
not done in that open, fearless manner, which im¬ 
parts dignity to the law, and proclaims its sovereign¬ 
ty ; but at 9 or 10 o’clock of a winter’s night, in the 
Canadas, when the severity of the season had housed 
every person and animal, during the month of 
February las t, a party of men were collected, a boat 
was prepared, Hackett was seized, without

formation as was. at-hand, promising t° make further in¬ 
quiry, ami communicate the result.- ChailesH. Stewart,:! 
Esq. of Detroit, being on a. visit to this city, and know¬ 
ing he was in possession of the material the;?, we imme¬ 
diately applied to him on ihe subject. He very promptly 
wrote out a narrative of the facts for publication, and we 
have great pleasure in laying it before our readers. Mr. 
Stewart is an Irishman by birth, is a lawyer of high re¬ 
spectability in Michigan, and President of the anli-slavery 
society of that State. The most implicit confidence may be 
placed in his statements. The circumstances attending: 
'his case are of a most important characlOT—Sir Charles | 
Bagot has probably been most egsregiously imposed npor 
—and the British government will, we doubthofl/providt 
jagainst the recurrence of a similar event.”

The writer of the above, has carefully restricted 
his allegations within the bounds of stern fact, and 
excluded surmises or aught that on inquiry might 
prove a misstatement.

Their poor victims are too ignorant to Understand 
the “ modus operand/”—it is sufficient that they 
see with’i) their masters’ povtsfr, one of themselves, 
taken from soil heretofore-deemed inaccessible to the 
slaveholder. This, of course, paralyzes all effort at 
escape, as proving that there is safety in no place. 
Thus the captors had every inducement to great ex¬ 
ertion and pecuniary sacrifice. There is reason to| 
fear that the whole proceeding was a concerted 
movement between the pursuers and the Canadian 
authorities; that the plan was arranged between 
them, that Hackett. was to. be arrested, and 
held to bail, until an indictment was found 
in Arkansas—a demand made, and the prisoner 
surrendered—that there never was any i-‘~ 
tion of trying the man in Canada—that the 
trary was alledged only to deedive his friends, and 
blind them as to the movement in Toronto—that 
the frontier authorities were to use, and did. Use, 
their influence witli Sir Charles Bagot—that they 
were to be well paid, provided the surrender v 
made. The names of several official and private 
dividuals, jvlio it is confidently believed were 
gaged in this dark plot, have been given to us.

The papers then consisted only of the letter of Sir 
Charles Bagot’s secretary, in official form, to Colonel 
Prince and other authorities, and an authenticated 
copy of the warrant of surrender. The indictment 
had been left with the colonial government, and its 
contents were stated to me by the agent and counsel 
of the captors. Sufficient evidence, however, was 
afforded, that the colonial government, Whether 
rightly or discreetly, yet, in fact, had duly surrender¬ 
ed Hack At. The question then was, should we of 
Detroit, contest the matter ? We could have done 
so ; a foreign warrant was of up validity with us. 
Hackett was illegally in custody, and being brought 
by. force within our jurisdiction, the federal laws 
made for. recapture of fugitives from justice, or from 
labor , were alike imperative, inasmuch as they re¬ 
quire voluntary residence as the gxpund of jurisdic¬ 
tion. On consultation, we deemed it improper to ' 
terferc. Great Britain .had taken the lead in the 
sertion of human rights ; she had struck the fetters 
from her own slaves, and was pioneer among the 
nations of the world in abolishing slavery. She had 
formally thought proper to surrender itn alledged cri¬

sufrender-of even murderers. She had done so on 
mature deliberation. Would it become us to assume 
a standard.higher than hers ? to become the patrons 
oPq crime she had thus markedly denounced as atro- 
‘ ?

At Clintonville, I gave three lectures;' Tbe'first meet¬ 
ing Was very large ; but somfe politicians took offense at 
vvliat r said about the.pro-slavery of political parties. 
They left the meeting, and repotted -tliat I was a (bird' 
parly man, seeking tw Build up my'own pally. Being- 
influential men, tliey induced many not to attend tlie 
subsequent lectures; but the audiences yverc, however, 
respectably large, anil they invited me to come again. 
On the 4th of July, I lectured at Keene, to a very large ! 
and attentive audience. At the close, the president called 
a vote on the question of another lecture; the audience 
rose unanimously in fuvor of it, anil I.gavc,lwo more 
addresses there. 

At Peru, I failed in getting up a meeting; tried-again, 
and raised an audieiree of about twenty. Their: zeal 
was all expended on a controversy going on about ilic-ir- 
uiinisltir, anil they bad none left for the slave. At last, 

1 went tiii'ftugh the village, and notified the inlnibiUtnlsj 
that I should lecture on the green, at 5 o’clock. This 
roused them. The Prcsbytei iafi'liouse " jr .opened, and 
a respectable meeting convened, f did a y Best, in a 
discourse of an .lidiir and a buff, to prove the disastrous 
influence of slaveryipn the *lilics and refigion of flic 
country. Thy leeumuexeiictl a good deal -of mil;, i?it 
did nothing more. I v.-us Asked Id a’tMiess them Again ; 
but “ the way did not open.” On first day, I lectured 
in tlie Friends’ lueeling-Uouse, to a pretty large audi¬ 
ence.

.sects. Hi- tUa seated himself, arid listened very quietly 
to an irivestig^fion of their conduct as Christian bodies.'’ 
I afterward attenffed'Friends’ meeting, and heard a ser¬ 
mon from Rachel .Barite/, of Poughkeepsie. She warned 
Friends against “ mixing witli 'olhers,”-in tlie abolition 
enterprise. She “saw. death pictured in their coun-. 
tenances.” She told them “not to Jet their sympathies 
influence their conduct; for that wquid be ivmnanish.’' 
She wahted them “to keep to their meetings,” and 
«preserve the order of society.” Those who 
quainted with the abolition Friends in Peru, will have 
no fear that sucli jircaching will blind lively eyes, 
diminish their veal for the truth.

remedy the:evils of the enquiry ; and. Hint cbiircbes 
d eCclcsiasticar assemblies, in their present position, 
directly upheld the system of slavery. I found, here a 
noble exception to the generality ol' tlie clergy. Elder 
Walden is, in head and heart, a true abolitionist. There 
irmerly ah anti-slavery, society here;. and with 
little 1 effort, I think the'causw may take a flesh start. 
At ffilizabethtown, I gave tliVee. leclnrcs to a small audi¬ 
ence. At Lewis, deacon Janies J.. Livingston tried to 
'gotiate with the minister to have me preach on slavery 
i the afternoon ; -but he felt: afraid I should not be 
mild and winning” enough fe r the Sabbath; so l'lcc- 
ttued iii the ineeting-Iiouse'at ■>, P, M. and lold as much 
wholesome truth as I could in the course of an hour and 
three quarters. My object wa:r to convince , the people 
that tlie American church is thh bulwark of slavery. I 
observed an aged, inan among iny hearers, who shook

A genteel passer-by 
tried to make fun of the scene; but he met with no sym¬ 
pathy, and, walked away.

TEETH. 

The prevalence of defective teeth in this country is the' 
general subject of remark by foreigners; and whoever 
has travelled in Spain and Portugal is struck with the 
= tip,-i ior soundness and whiteness ofteetliln those coun- 
; i s. Though not n cleanly people In other respects, 
their teeth often, and by means of tooth-picks, 
•move all substances from between thenvafter 
meals;, A little si'Jvef porcupine, with holes all over its 
hack, tij insert tooth-picks, is a common ornament on the 
the dining-tables of Spain and Portugal. The general use 
of them creates so large n demand, that students at Coim¬ 
bra sometimes support themselves by whittling tooth-picks, 
which are sold, tied in small benches, like matches. They 
are made of willow, on account fifjts.tpughness and plia¬ 
bility. Tooth-picks of nfetal are too hard, and are apt to 
injure the gums. There is the same objection, in a less 
degree, to quills. But willow tooth-pielcs are.preferable to 
all others ;, and they have ’the advantage of being the 
nost cleanly ; for they usually break in the using, and 
re thrown away. Few sights are piore effensiveto a peri" 
on of any refinement, than a topffi-pick that has been - 
liucli used; it is moreover.uncleanly, and therefore not 
lealthv for the teeth. Food allowed to remain between 
the teeth, particularly'wnimal food, is very destructive ; it 
should be carefully removed after every meal, and Hie 
mouth thoroughly rinsed. This may seem to many like a 
great talk about a small matter ; but these are simple 
precautions lo take, and verjr slight trouble, compared 
With the agony.cif aching teeth, or a breath so offensive 
[itfat your best friend docs not wish to sit near you. I can 
■o reason why a man’s complexion should exclude him 
llic dining-table, but I do see a very good reason why 
heshouid.be banished for not taking proper care of bis 
teeth. A liad breath is such a detestable thing-, that it 
ighl be a sufficient reason for not marrying a person 
with otherwise agreeable qualities. It is moreover, per¬ 
fectly inexcusable thus to transform oneself into, a walk¬ 
ing sepulchre. Nobody needs to bavean offensive breath. 

A careful removal of substances from between the teeth, 
rinsing Die mouffi after meals, and a bit of charcoal held , 
in the mouth, anil always cure a bad’breath. Charcoal' 
used, as a dentifrice, (that, is, rubbed on in powder, with a 
brush) is apt to injure the enamel; but a lump.of it held 
in the.mouth, two or three times a week, and slowly 
chewed, has a wonderful poorer to preserve the teeth, and 
purify the breath. The action is purely ch.eriiical. It 
counteracts the acid arising from a disordered , stomach, 
|iirffood decaying about the gums.; and it hs this acid 
which-destroys the teeth. A-dedr friend'Of ours had, 
when about twenty years of age, a front tooth that turned 
black gradually, crumbled, and broke off piecemeal. By 
frequently chewing charcoal, the progress of decay was 
only arrested, but nature set vigorously. to work 
restore the breach, and the crumbled-portion grew 
again, till the whole tooth was as sound as before ! This 
f know to be a fact. 

Every one knows that chareoal is an antipnirescent, 
md is .used in boxing up animal or vegetable substances, 

:0 keep them from decay. Uponthe samechemical prin- 
iiple, it tends to preserve the teeth, and sweeten the 

There, is no danger in swallowJng.it; on the contrary, 
small quantities have a healthful effect on the inward 
system, particularly when the body is suffering from that 
class of complaints peculiarly incident to summer. It 
-An Iu not be wise to. swallow that, or any gritty substance, 
l large quantities, or very frequently; but once or twice- 
week, a little would be salutary,-rather than other- 
use. A bit of chareoal, as big as a cherry, merrily held 
l the mouth a few hoars, without chewing, has a good 
effect. At fust, most people, dislike to chew it, but use 
cion renders it far from disagreeable. .Those .who are 
onbled with an offensive breath; might cliew it verv of- 
in, and swallow it but seldom.] It is peculiarly impor- 
ini to clean and rinse the mouth thoroughly before .going 
to bed ; otherwise a great deal of the destructive .acid 
will form during the night. 

If these: hints induce only one persontoTrike Bettor care 
of the teeth, I shall be more than 'rewarded fpx the 
trouble of writing 1 am continually pained to see 
young people losing their teeth merely for wantof a few 
mple precautions ; -and one cniinot enter stage-or steam 
ar without finding the atmosphere polluted; and rendered 
(absolutely unhealthy'for' the lungs to: breathe', when a 
proper use of water and charcoal might rendef it.qs.
